Judge Magee’s court this morning in antici- 
pation that 0’ Donnell and Ross charged with 
leading the attack on the Pinkerton invaders 
at Homestead would be brought up from jail 
on the hearing for their release on ball. 

After the formal application had been filed 
by Attorney Brennan, O' Donnell's petition 
setting forth that he was not guilty of the 

charge made against him; that the said 

charge was not made in good faith, and that 
he always has been, andisnow desirous of 
preserving the peace, it was developed that 
the District Attorney desired to examine the 
evidence, and was consequently not prepared 
to go on. 

Judge Magee was anxious to set the hear- 
ing for 8 o’clock this afternoon, but this 
was not acceptabie, and finally it was made 
the special order for to-morrow morning. 
Incidentally, the Judge said that it the evi- 
dence was of a character indicating murder 
in the first degree he would insist upon suf- 
ficieht testimony being taken to enable him 


to reach a proper conclusion, but to this the 


private counsel for the Carnegies responded 
that they thought the proceedings to-morrow 
might be made very short. The prisoners 
were not brought into court. 

After the proceedings in court this morn- 
ing eight Pinkerton detectives who werein 
the Homestead mills on the day of the riot 
assembled in the omce of Warden McAlease 
in the county jail. Ten prisoners from 
different parts of the county were brought 
into the Warden’s private room and placed 
in a row inthe inside corridor. O’ Donnell was 
fourth in the row. The Pinkertons were then 
admitted one at a time, and inspect- 
ed each man in turn. Most of 
them took a second giance at 
the fourth man, and then moved on witha 
satisfied look on their faces. Not one of the

nized O'Donnell as a participant in the 
bloody tragedy on July 6. It is thought from 
this that the Carnegies propose to establish 
the basis of a charge of murder in the first 
degree against O' Donnel, in order that the 
Court may refuse him bail. 

Messrs. Cox and Brennan, attorneys 
for the Amalgamated Association of 
Iron and Steel Workers, have not yet filed in- 
formation upon which to base warrants for 
the arrest of Mr. Frick or any of his associ- 
ates. Discussing the matters in reply to 
questions of your correspondent to-day Mr. 
Brennan said: 

»The matter has not been dropped. Ac- 
tion in the direction of the prosecution of 
the mill owners will be taken as soon as our 
mode of procedure has been definitely de- 
cided upon. 

What is yet to be decided is whether we 
will rest the burden of the charge upon the 
fact that the Carnegie Co. brought an armed 


force into this State from other States, whose 
business it was to fight the eitizens of Pennsy- 
vania, or whether this shall be left out and 
the charge made simply upon the attack 
—— Homestead made by the Pinkerton 
orces. 

‘*It seems to me that the officers of the com- 
pany will have a very uncomfortable time in 
efending the suits. They have said all along 
that they were not in possession of their 
works. If they stick to that, as they have all 
through this affair, then they can ha ve no de- 
fense inlaw. Not only can the officers be 
held, but 2 can be convicted upon the 
tharges. If they were not injcharge ot their 
works they had absolutely no right to send an 
armed force to get possession of them. The 
law provides a proper method for thelr re- 
gaining possession of their „ + many They 
must follow the methods laid down law. 
There can be no justification of their taking

AT THE MILLS, 


LITTLE REAL PROGRESS YET MADE IN RESUM- 
ING OPERATIONS. 

HOMESTEAD, Pa., July 22.—Increased ac- 
tivity is noticeable inside the big mili fence 
to-day. Non-union workmen are coming in 
by squads of from ten to twenty at atime by 
boat from Pittsburg, and some have got in 
unobserved through the town of Homestead. 
The number of excursionists and sightseers 
who come here every day and the presence of 
Gen, Snowden’s guards makes this possibie. 


Something like 250 non-union men are now in-

Frick and Supt. Potter are making great ef-

They 
know that the mills now in partial operation 


halt. a Gozen non-union steelworkers from 
the Carnegie mills at Braddock, They know 
that 250 green men cannot run a plant where 
8,800 experienced hands were employed one 
month ago. 

The effect upon the day laborers and ig- 
norant Huns, Poles and Slavs may not be the 
same, but none of these men, with possibly 
half a dozen exceptions, show signs of weak- 

ening. 

Mr. Frick confidently expected two-thirds: 
of his old hands to return before the expira- 
tion of the time which he set. The leaders of 
the strike, therefore, claim a victory in hold- 
ing their men together, for not 1 per cent of 
the entire number has returned to his old 
place. They are confident that they can con- 
tinue this state of affairs indefinitely. The 
moral and financial aid which continues to 
pour in confirms them in this belief. 

Tha company, however, looks for a stam- 
pede, and as long as both sides continue in 
these positive views of the situation the day 
of settlement will remain distant. 

Gen. Snowden and his 6,000 troops are evi- 
dently here to stay, and there is much dis- 
satisfaction among the soldiers, who were 
suddenly called away from their usual occu- 
pations, at what they term unnecessary de- 
tention, when a few companies would be 
ample to guard the Carnegie works. 

A mill official said that the company’s office 
in Pittsburg is loaded down with applica- 
tions from competent men, anxious to secure 
work at Homestead. He says he considers 
the operations at the works as having:start- 
ed to-day and thatthe company has conse- 
quently kept upto the declarations it has 
been making all along. As to the refusal of 
the old hands to take advantage of the ‘‘Last 
day of grace’’ yesterday, he said that the lat- 
ter expression did not mean that the men 
would never De re-employed, but that no po- 
sitions would be kept for them, and that 
when they returned they would have to take 
whatever was to be given them. 

PATTISON’S DEPARTURE. 

The departure of Gov. Pattison about noo 
time was the event to-day in Homestead. 
His destination was the State Capital. Just 
before leaving the seat of war the Governor 
stated emphatically that no change had been 
made in the orders to the troops, and that 
none was being contemplated. If there had 
been any hope that the Governor would make 
a personal investigation among the locked- 
out men during his presence in Homestead 
the expectation was disappointed. Up to 
the time of taking his departure for s- 
burg he confined his movements to an official 
farewell visit to Gen. Snowden’s headquar- 
ters on Shanty Hill. None ofthe local lead- 
ers of the strike were invited directly or indi- 
rectly to lay their case before the Governor, 
and for their part they showed no disposi- 
tion to ask his aid in their difficulties. 

Onthe slope going to see Gen. Snowden 
Gov. Pattison passed alongside the long rows 
of two-story tenement houses, known as 
Company Houses, and on the ot the 
hfll he was almost within a stone w of 
the habitations which take the name of 
Shanty Hill. Onthe ps of nearly all these

served any moment an eviction notice. 
None of the dreaded slips of paper were dis- 
tributea during the Governor’s stay in Home- 
stead. Atthe mill men’s headquarters the 
ranks were reported as solid as stone. walls, 
but the line of men waiting for admission to 
‘the room of the relief committee was 
stretched out to nearly doubie the length of 
any day yet. 

Around the main gate inthe mills the gos- 
sip was that a total of about fifty men had 
been taken within the fence since sundown 
last night. Astojust where the reinforce- 
ments came from, how they got in or who 
they were could not be learned. in the bus- 
mess portion of the town center thejbullying 
spirit being evidenced by some of the militia 
officers and men was declared to be growin 
more and more unbearable and in the en 
with so many idlers in town, it was asserted 
to be almost sure to produce serious trouble, 
In opposition to this, Col. Green, the provost 
marshal, the official directly responsible for 
the preservation of order, reported that the 
twelve hours elapsing had been without a 
sign of friction in any way,shape or manner. 

Sheriff McCleary, after a ten days“ stay in 
Homestead, left on the same train with Gov. 
Pattison. The Sheriff’s destination was 
Pittsburg. The two officials engaged in 
earnest consultation at Muphall Station while 
waiting for the train. Only a company of 
soldiers and less than a dozen civilians wit- 
nessed the departure, which was without 
demonstration of any kind. The train 
whizzed through the center of the Homestead 
mills inclosure and then out into the town of 
Homestead, where only a moment’s stop was 
made. The Governor sat at one of the win- 
dows of the rear coach, speaking to noone 
and apparently in deep cogitation. 


PINKERTONS’ PLEA. 


OFFICIAL STATEMENT OF THEIR CONNECTION 
WITH THE HOMESTEAD INVASION. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., July 22.—The sub- 
committee of the House Committee on 
Judiciary, charged with the investigation of 
the Homestead labor troubles, resumed its 
sessions in this city to-day. The investiga- 
tion, it will be recalled, was begun in Pitts- 
burg, the inquiry there being devoted to the 
outbreak at Homestead and the difficulties of 
the Amalgamated Association with the Car- 
negie Co. The hearing here is to be devoted 
to the organization and management of the 
Pinkerton Detective Agency. 

Robert A. Pinkerton of the Pinkerton 
agency was the first witness called. His 
brother, William, Mr. Guthrie of New York, 
with his attorney, and Messrs. Hays, Wright 
and Devlin of the Knights of Labor were also 
in attendance. 

Before the examination of witnesses was 
proceeded with Mr. Devlin of the Knights of 
Labor submitted a number of questions 
which he wished the committee toask the 
witness. 

Chairman Oates received the questions and 
gald they would be considered by the com- 
mittee and if found proper would be asked. 
The committee then went Into secret session 
to consider the questions submitted by Mr. 
Devlin; also a statement submitted by the 
Pinkerton brothers, and at the conclusion of 
the secret session the committee took a re- 
cess until 1 o’clock. The following is the 
statement submitted by the Pinkertons: 

To the Judiciary Committee of the House of Rep- 


1 : 
You have asked us to appear before you and testify 
in regard to the business conducted by us under the 
name of Pinkerton es National Detective Agency. 
The present inquiry by your committee arises from 
the recent deplorable events at Homestead, in the 
State of Pennsylvania, and we are informed that a 
statement on our part of our connection with strikes 
and of the general method of carrying on this branch 
of our business will aid the committee in its investi- 

tion. 
Orne agency was founded in 1850 by the late Allan 
Pinkerton, and during the last twenty years it has 
frequently furnished private watchmen to protect 
the property of individuals and corporations during 
strikes. The men employed by us in this strike 
were selected with great care, and only after a full 
investigation of their characters and antecedents. 
Not a single imstance can be cited where we have 
knowingly employed unreliable or untrustworthy 
men, or where any of our watchmen have been con- 
victed ofacrime. Moreover, we have seldom per- 
mitted our watchmen to carry arms for the purpose 
and life, unless they were

tect life. We have consistently refused to permit 
our watchmen to bear arms without special legal au- 
thority or deputy sheriffs, even when on private 
property, and we have no intention of varying from 
this rule in the Homestead strike. 

first requested to send watchmen to protect 
the Homestead plant and property of the Carnegie 
Steel Oo., Limited, we refused to do so unless all 
our men should be sworn in as deputy sheriffs be- 
fore going to Homestead. We were then assured 
that the Sheriff of Allegheny County, Pa., knew 
that our men were going to Homestead to act as 
watchmen and to guard the property from violence. 
We wete farther assured shat the Sheriff had prom- 
ised immediately upon any outbreak or disturbance 
to deputize all our watchmen as sheriff's deputies if 
it became for the protection of life and 
property, On that condition only did we consent to 
furnish about 300 watchmen, a large number of those 
men were our regular employes, who could be 
thoroughly trusted for integrity, prudence and so- 
briety. The remainder were men who we employed 
from time to time or who were known and recom- 
mended to us. 

They did not go into the State of Pennsylvania as 
an armed body or force, and we should not have per- 
mitted or assented to this. ‘There was ‘no intention 
or purpose whatever of arming them until they were 
on the property of the company at Homestead and 
not until, and unless they had been sworn as 
Sheriff’s deputies. Tne Sheriff’s Chief Deputy 
Gray accompanied our men, being on the tug tow- 
ing the barges, and it was distinstly under- 
stood that he had authority to duly 
deputize them in case of necessity. The boxes 
containing the arms and ammnnition were shipped 
from Chicago and were to be delivered at the Home- 
stead yards. The instructions to our men were that 
they should not be + Unlegs previously 
deputized by the Sheriff. Ad a matter of fact the 
boxes on board the barges were not opened and 
arms and ammunition were not distributed until 
after the strikers had commenced firing on the 
watchmen and it became evident that it was a mat- 
ter of self-defense, for life or death. 

Klein had been murdered by those strikers and 
about five other watthmen shot and wounded before 
our men began their fre in self-defeuse. Even then 
It was impossible to attempt to shoot those firing at 
the barges, because the strikere made a breastwork 
for themselves by placing women and children in 
tront and firing from behind them. Not a single 
woman or child was injured by Gur men. 

When our men surrendered, the leaders of the 
strikers solemniy promised protection to prop- 
erty and life. They knew that bur men surrendered 
because the wounded required attention and for the 
purpose of saving further loss ofjife. After the sur- 
render all our men, including the wounded and 
helpless, were brutally beaten apd robbed by the 
strikers, andthe leaders madeno real or honest ef- 
fort to protect them. Our men were robbed of 
watches, money, clothing, in fact everything, and 
then mercileessly clubbed and stoned. 

Connors, unable to move or defend himself, was 
deliberately shot by one of the strikers and then 
clubbed. Edwards, also wounded and belpless. was 
clnbbed by anotner striker with the butt-end of a 
musket. Both died, and gubsequently another 
watchman became insane and committed suicide as 
a result of the fearful beating after haying sur- 
rendered. All our men were more er less injured. 
The acts of the strikers, after our men surrendered, 
would be a disgrace to savages. Yet, because done 
in the name of organized American labor, sympathy, 
if not encouragement, is shown for such deeds by 
part of the press and by political demagogtes. 


The statement further holds thatthe prin- 
ciple involved is larger than the dispute be- 
tween the Carnegie people and their 
men. The Pinkertons ad no quar- 
rel with labor. If owners might 
not employ watchmen then capital is 
at the mercy of secret organizations, 
whose tyranny and @Gespotism,’’ says the 
statement, exceeds anything ever known 
in the history of the world. The societies in 
the immediate communities by threats of 
murder, are determined upon ruin and de- 
struction of property, if their demands, no 
matter how unreasonable or unpractical, 
are not complied with.“ 

The Mollie McGuires, the Chicago Stove 
Co. 's strike, the C., B- & Q. stfike and others 
are referred to in detau asa basis 
statement made in the paper that 
large strike aas thown that these labor or. 
ganizations will murder and destroy property 
out of sheer wantonness and revenge. 

It was morally certain,’’ concludes the 
statement, from the threats of the men 
themselves that the strikers at Homestead 
would resort to similar violence’and at- 
tempt to destroy the property of the /Carne- 
gie Co., if any attempt were made to\supply 
their places by non union men. 

The employment all over thecountry by 
banks and private people of watchman is re- 
ferred to, and then the subscribers to the 
statement affirm that their counsel assure 
them that they have violated no law, Federal 
or State;that they had the right to employ 
and send men to Homestead to act as 
watchmen; that if they were attacked they 
had the right tokill if absolutely necessary 
for self-defense; that they had the right to 
bear arms on the premises of the Carnegie 
Co., in order to protect life and prop- 
erty whether or not they were deputized 
by the Sheriff of Allegheny County; 
that we had the right to ship arms from Chi- 
cago tothe Carnegie yards at Homestead for 
the purpose of arming our men if and after 
they were deputized by the Sheriff; that in 
View .of the attack on the barges our 
mer had the right to bear arms 
und to defend themselves, and that all their 
acts in firing in self-defense from the barges 
after the attack on them were legally justi- 
fiabie under the laws of the United Statesand 
the laws of the State of Pennsylvania.

WHERE THEY STAND. 


THROUGH A PROCLAMATION TO THE PUBLIC THE 
MILL MEN ANNOUNCE THEIR POSITION. 


HOMESTEAD, Pa., July 22.—The Advisory 
Committee on the Homestead lockout has 
prepared a statement of its position in 
which thecommittee signifies its recognition 
of law and other peaceful means as the only 
elements that shoula have took partin the 
settlement of the present trouble; pledges 
itself and the. workingmen of Homestead to 
refrain from violence and lawlessness. The 
full text of the statement is as follows: 

The most evident characteristic of our time and 
country is the phenomenon of industrial centraliza- 
tion which is putting the control of each of our great 
national industries Into the hands of one or a few 
men giving those men ad enormous and despotic 
power over the lives and the fortunes of their em- 
ployes and subordinates—the great mass of people; 
a power which eviscerates out national constitution 
and our common law, and directly antagonizes the 
spirit of universal history in its world-wide struggle 
after lawful liberty—a power which though ex- 
pressed in terms of curr speech as the right of 
employers to manage business to suit them-

THE DOOR IS OPEN. 
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Cholera Can Sweep Unchecked Across 
the American Continent. 


CANADIAN OFFICIALS ALARMED AT 
THEIR DEFENSELESS CONDITION, 


Pacific Coast Porta and the Gulfof St. 
Lawrence Invite the Plague Von 
Caprivi Jealous of Bismarck—Chinese 
Invading the Dominion-—Goeneral For- 
eign News and Briefs. 


MONTREAL, Quebec, July 22.—Prominent 
medical men of this city have sounded an 
alarm against the danger which they declare 
threatens Canada from Asiatic cholera on 
the Pacific as well as on the Atlantic coast. 
The quarantine regulations on the Pacific 
and the Gulf ot St. Lawrence are most defec - 
tive. The attention of the Canadian Govern- 
ment has frequently been called to the defec- 
tive system, but nothing has been done to 
remedy it. Dr. Lefevre, Chairman of the 
Vancouver (Sritish Columbia) Board of 
Health, declares that the danger on the Pa- 
cific is very great, and extreme precaution is 
necessary against the dissemination of 
cholera ani small-pox by immigrants and 
passengers from China and Japan. 


THE PLAGUE IN EUROPE. 

ST. PETERSBURG, July 22.—Six cases of 
cholera and four deaths have occurred at 
Kolomena, sixty-eight miles from Moscow, 
where there are extensive factories worked. 
Two deaths from cholera have occurred in a 
village near Moscow and two in Moscow. 
Private advices from Moscow state that 
cholera has broken out at Nijni Novgorod 
and that official reports to the contrary are 
untrue. 

Galician papers report that differences have 
arisen between Russia and Persia owing to 
the fact that a number of Persians have died 
from cholera in Baku. Persia has demanded 
compensation on the ground that Russia has | 
not taken proper sanitary precautions. 


A DIPLOMATIC FAILURE. 


THE SULTAN OF MOROCCO RESISTS ENGLAND’S 
BLANDISHMENTS. 


TANGIER, July 22.—Sir Charles Evan-Smith, 
the British Minister to Morocco, who some 
time ago went on a mission to Fez, and con- 
cerning whose safety some anxiety was felt 
owing to the fact that he had not been Heard 
from for some time, arrived here to-day on 
board the British war ship Amphion. He and 
his party were received with the customary 
ceremony. Sir Charles was accompanied by 
Col. Parr of the regiment, Maj. Baynes of the 
King’s Rifles, Surgeon-Captain McPherson 
and Maj. Mens of the Gibraltar garrison. 
Lady Euan-Smith, Miss Smith and Miss Kerri- 
son were also of the party, which traveled 
from Fez to Rabat, where they embarked on 
the Amphion. 

Advices fromthe British camp at Fez to 
July 16 confirm the reports of the failure af 
Sir Charles Euan-Smith’s mission, which, it 
issaid, was due to French fmtrigue,. It is 
said that a French mission will visit Fez in 
September with the object of negotiating a 
treaty similar to the one Sir Charles Euan- 
Smith sought to negotiate, 

The Capitale of Rome says that all the 
European powers will concentrate naval 
squadrons at Cadizin order to be ready to 
proceed to Morocco, where the question be- 
tween France and the Sultan is becoming 
complicated and threatens to cause discord 
between France and the powers interested in 
maintaining an equilibrium on the Mediter- 
ranean, 


- JEALOUS OF BISMAROK. 


VON CAPRIVI WATCHES THE EX-CHANCELLOR’S 
EVERY MOVEMENT. 


BERLIN, July 22.—The Hamburger Nachrichten 
nas published another article on the selec- 
tion of Gen. Von Caprivifor the Chancellor- 
ship. Inthisarticle itis admitted that Gen. 
Caprivi may not have endeavored to obtain 
the post, but was selected by the Centrists, 
who used every effort to displace 
Prince Bismarck. Chancellor von Oaprivi 
Imagines that Prince Bismarck is 
striving to supplant him and is painfully 
anxious when any symptoms of a rapproche- 
ment between the Emperor and Prince Bis- 
marck appear. The official press then regu- 
larly begins to revive the uneasiness of the 
Emperor by saying that Prince Bismarck’s 
opposition is aimed at the throne, while 
really it is those cherishing political ambi- 
tions who are struggling to gain favor with 
the Emperor, With this Prince Bismarck 
has nothing to do. Chancellor von Caprivi’s 
personal influence occasioned the dispatch 
instructing Prince Reuss not to attend the 
Bismarck wedding. 

Prince Bismarck and his family will leave 
Kissengen for Varsin next Tuesday. The 
Prince will stop in Jena in response to an in- 
vitation from the students of the University. 
The visits which Prince Bismarck planned 
to make in other German cities are said to 
have been abandoned at the earnest solicita- 
tion of his friends. Freiherr von stumm, 
who retired from the German Embassy at 
Madrid on account of his futile intercession 
with the Emperor for Bismarck, has been at 
Kissengen for the last few days, and is 
thought to have been chiefly instrumental in 
altering the Prince’s purpose.

OTTAWA, July 22.—Speaking with reference 
of the proposal of Judge Chipman to impose 
a toll upon all Canadian vessels passing

At 10:25 o’clock this morning a sudden ex- 
plosion onthe ground floor of the Waters- 
Pierce Oi] Co. s establishment, situated on 
the railroad tracks petween Thirteenth and 
Fourteenth streets, fronting on Gratiot 
street, startled the hundreds of people in 
that busy neighborhood, and marked the 
beginning of the most disastrous fire known 
in St. Louis for some time past. The explosion 
occurred at the north endof the buldings, 
which occupy nearly the entire block, and 
immediately following it the flames burst out 
from that quarter, feeding upon the oil with 
which the building was stored. Two alarms 
were at once turned on, the Fire Department 
responded, and then began a stubborn fight 
with probably the most dangerous 
tion the local department has 
ever had to handle.

These are the days when the partisan, of- 
fensive or otherwise, goes around with a po- 
litical chip on his shoulder, when voters and 
many who cannot vote wear emblems or 
badges or buttons which tell their prefer-

you, are survivors of the chivairic devices 
that identified knights by being blazoned on 
their shields. The badges and buttons of to- 
day are, indeed, provocative of fight; they 
will keep the good American blood hot until 
election day. Protection, 4 Tariff for 
Revenue Only, Bayonets at the Southern 
Polls, No Force Bill’’—such are the battie- 
cries that fill these great lists, the United 
States, during the melee that will last until 
the sun of election day sets. Sound, trum- 
pets! Crash, brave and true knights! Shiver, 
spears! It is a fight tothe death,and so 
worth winning. 

Whatever a man’s taste, he can find in the 
variety of the campaign badges one to his 
liking. About the newest of these is the 
Baby Ruth’’ badge, and if the Democratic 
National Committeemen are smart they will 
buy several millions of these and distribute 
them to the young married women of this 
glorious country. That would do more to 
beat President Harrison than all the Frances 
Cleveland Influence Clubs that can be formed 
between now and November. But,“ you 
say, 'the young married women cannot 
vote. But their husbands can, and their 
husbands would have to wear the Baby Ruth 
badge if their wives told them to, and vote 
for Baby Ruth’s papa besides, or else seek a 
trembling refuge in the secrecy of the ballot 
booth, 

The Baby Ruth’’ badge is a four-leafed 
clover of red, white and blue silk. In the 
center of the leaves is a tiny china doll-baby, 
with no more clothes than a Timbuctoo pick- 
aninny wears on an August day. The tiny 
doli-baby has wings, which all very young 
babies are supposed to have until they need 
paregoric. Then, it is easily ascertained, 
they have lungs, not wings, The badge costs 
10 cents at retail. 


Another ingenious political device is a little 
chair made of metal. On the back of the 
chair are the words Presidential chair’’ and 
on the seat Who will sit in it?’’

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CONFERENCE OF DEMOCRATIO NOMINEES 
AND PARTY LEADERS. 


Grover Cleveland and Lieut.-Gov. Shee 
hen Fraternize—The Doubttul States to 
Be Represented in the Make-Up of 
Committees—Short Addresses Prom 
ised by Stevenson—Politics. 


New York, July 22.—It is not expected that 
Chairman Harrity will announce the mem- 
bership of the National Democratic Execu- 
tive Committee or of the Campaign Commit- 
tee Advisory Board or other committees per- 
taining tothe organization of the party be- 
fore the latter part of next week. Heis now 
in Philadelphia and will probably not return 
to New York before Monday or Tuesday. In a 
series of conferences between Chairman Har- 
rity, ex-President Cleveland. Gen. Steven- 
son, Hon. W. O. Whitney, Senator Brice and 
members of the National Committee generally 
it has been pretty definitely settled 
that the membersofthe Executive Commit- 
tee shall be selected as nearly as possible 
from the representatives of the doubtful 
States. Ofcourse this rule cannot be rigidly 
- followed out in the Southern representation 
on the committee, as the Democrats contend 
that the solia South is practically assured to 
them in advance. 80 far as known Chairman 
Harrity has not given the slightest intima- 
tion of his intentions, but there appears to 
be a general understanding as to at least half 
ofthe membership of the Executive Commit. 
tee. The Chairman ex-officio will 
of course be Mr. Harrity him- 
self. Lieut.-Gov. Wm. F. Shehan of New 
York, the National Committeeman of the 
Empire State, will almost certainly be se- 
lected as a member unless he declines the 
donor. Mr. Shehan has long been identified 
with the interests of Senator Hill, and was 
quite inconsolable and somwhat alarming in 
his predictions of the result when the Nation- 
al Conver © nominated Mr. Cleveland over 
the pro’ ts of the New York delegation. It 
has frequently been stated that Mr. Shehan 
would refrain from active participation in 
thecampaign and leave to the people who 
nominated Mr. Cleveland the task of carry- 
ing the Empire State, but the interest which 
Mr. Shehan yesterday manifested in the pro- 
ceedings of the National Committee showed 
that these statements had been made with- 
out authority. During the morning recep- 
tion it was observed that the greeting be- 
tween Mr. Shehan and the ex-President was 
especially friendly, and when it was re- 
ported this morning that the two had had 
an extended conference yesterday after- 
noon, the public at once jumped to the con- 
clusion that Mr. Shehan would be a member 
of the Executive Committee. The young 
Lieutenant-Governor himself is very uncom- 
municative on the subject, but his very 
silence only tends to strengthen the impres- 
sion that he will represent this great 
pivotal State in the National Executive Com- 
mittee. 

Senator Brice of Ohio will, of course, be a 
member of the Executive Committee, as it 18 
generally understood that he will not decline 
to serve in that capacity. It is believed that 
among the other members of the Execu- 
tive Oommitt,e will be 8. P. Sherin 
of Indiana, Senator W. Ransom of North 
Carolina, Congressman Ben T. Cable of Illi- 
nois, Senator A. P. Gorman of Maryland, 
D. J. Campau of Michigan C@rilos 
French of Connecticut, Clark Howell of 
Georgia, editor of the Atlanta Constitution; 
Carlos S. Thomas of Colorado, J. J. Kichard- 
gon of Iowa, Josiah Quincy of Massachusetts, 
Michael Doran of Minnesota, M. L. Donald- 
gon of South Carolina, E. C. Wall of Wiscon- 
sin, John Sheridan of West Virginia, Miles 
Ross of New Jersey, Charles W. Blair of Kan- 
gas, O. T. Holt of Texas, and Basil B. Gor- 
don of Virginia.

SWEPT BY FIRE. 


Sauk Center Visited by a Destructiv 
Blaze. 


SAUK CENTER, Minn., July 22.—A great fire 
swept this city last evening, doing damage to 
the extent of $60,000. The fire originated from 
a hot journal in the third story of the David- 
son Mill, and spread with such surprising 
rapidity that the town was soon beside itself 
with excitement.

Marion, we know, is in line with 
Marie, Maryand Maria. Patronymics have 
been much multiplied through pet names. 
The Saxons formed pet names by add- 
ing to the original name—often abbrevi- 
ated—kin and cock, and the Normans 
introduced et and ot, en and on. From 
William we have the pet names Will, 
Wilcock, Wilkin, Willett, Willey, W4illemot, 
Willen, Bill and Guili (Latin). From these 
we get, in order, Williams, MacWilliam, Wil- 
liamson, Wills, Wilson, Wilcox, Wilkins, 
Wilkison, Wilkinson, Willet, Willetson, Wil- 
mot, Willing. Bilson, Gili, Gilson, GilKins, 
Gilkison, Gillon and Gillott. Robert— 
through Robin, Dobb, Hob, Rob and Hobkin— 
gives us Roberts, Robertson, Robins, Robin- 
son, Robison, Probyn, Dobbs, Dobson 
Hobbs, Hobson, Robbs, Robson, Hopkins and 
Hopkinson. Philip gives us Phipps, Philpot 
and Philpots. Richard has been distorted by 
affection into the pet names Rich, Richie, 
Dick, Diccon, Hitchin and Hitchcock. From 
these in turn we have Richards, Richardson, 
Rickards, Pritchard, Rixon, Ritchie, Richi- 
son, Dick, Dixie, ixon, Dickens, Dicken- 
son, Hitchins, Hitchison, Hitchcock, Hitch- 
cox.

THE MITCHELL CASE 


Testimony Continued as, to the Defend- 
ant’s Insanity. 


NOTHING DEVELOPED OF A STARTLING 
NATURE TO-DAY. 


A Hypothetical Case Temporarily With- 
drawn—The Accused the Most Cheerful 
and Self-Satisfied Person in the Court- 
Room—Dr, Calendar, an Expert, Will 
Testify To-Morrow. 


MEMPHIS, Tenn., July 22.—In the Alice 
Mitchell case, when counsel of Miss Mitchell 
attempted to read the deposition of Dr. 
Thomas Griswold Comstock of St. Louis, in 
answer tothe hypothetical questions with 
reference to the present insanity of Alice 
Mitchell, Attorney-General Peters interposed 
an objection that the hypothetical case con- 
tained substantial and essential statements 
as to which there was no evidence whatever, 
and after much discussion it was agreed that 
the hypothetical case and opinions of ex- 
perts be postponed until after the examina- 
tion of the State witnesses, During the fore- 
noon Addie Mitchell Eller, sister 
of Alice; James Johnson, brother 
of Lillie Johnson and William 
H. Volkmar, brother-in-law of Freda Ward, 
were examined; nothing new was developed. 
The testimony was altogether a repetition of 
the facts testified to by others as to Alice 
Mitchell’s actions before and after the killing 
of Freda Ward. 

The fair prisoner looked as cheerful and 
self-satisfied as ever, smirking and smiling at 
what she sawand heard. She listens atten- 
tively tothe testimony of the witnesses and 
apparently nothing escapes her ears. Dr. 
Calendar arrived from Nashville. His testi- 
mony will be heard to-morrow. 

A CHANGE IN ALICE. 

During the examination of Robert Mitchell 
on the witness stand he was asked: 

Have you observed any change in Miss 
Alice auring the past five or six years?“ 

A year or so agoshe began to change. 
She became less lively and got thin. She was 
fond of exercise. She was stout until re- 
cently. She is picking up again now. she is 
a strong girl. She went to school many 
years. She was of aretiring disposition, 
though at times she would romp and play 
around. She may have been wilful, 
though not to say obstinate. I never saw 
an indication of high temper. I know 
nothing of her education, except that she 
writes very correctly. She hassome medals 
for musical achievements, She read scarcely 
any at home. I never heard her make 
threats of violence toward anyone. I knew 
nothing of her correspondence until after 
this trouble. I have talked with Alice a 
great dealatthe jail. She never stated to 
me she was engaged to any young man. 
Freda Ward at one time was engaged to 
Harry Bilger, with the understanding that 
she was to go on the stage. Alice told me she 
had heard Freda was engaged to be married 
to Harry Rozell. At one time I asked Alice 
why she killed Freda. She said, I loved 
Frena and was afraid I would lose her.’’ 

Did she tell you anything about a trip to 
the boat at the levee on Friday before the 
killing?’’ 

Les, she said she went down there to see 
Fred going home, but Frea was not there and 
she returned home. 

Did she have a razor then?“ 

No, she did not say she had.“ 

HER JAIL LIFE. 

The witness went onto say that since she 
had beenin jail Alice had gained flesh and 
looked better than for some time previously. 
„Alice has conducted herself more or less 
like a child since she has been in jail,’’ con- 
tinued Mr. Mitchell. she displays much 
liking for pets, and does not care for games 
that would amuse grown persons. she 
has been amused by a trick dog I 
took up to her cell a few times, and 
she has taken a great liking for a pet cat that 
performs tricks taught her by Alice. Weal- 
ways had some trick dogs at home. She has 
not taken any interestin this trial, though 
she has taken an Interest in the case. She has 
preserved extracts from the papers referrin 
to the case. She speaks intelligently an 
rationally, except concerning Freda Ward 
and the Rilling, though she talks freely 
enough about that. She has not expressed 
regret at the deathof Freda, as she never 
considers her as dead, though told that she 
isdead. When Freda was buried she was 
much surprised that she was not allowed to 
attend the funeral.

THE WINNING OF THE WEST. 

The suggestion laid before the Demo- 
cratic National Committee that a Western 
branch committee be appointed with 
headquarters at Chicago is one of the best 
that has been offered with reference to the 
Democratic campaign. It embodies prac- 
tical wisdom and is rich in assurances of 
results. 

The Democracy this year should wage 
an aggressive and progressive campaign. 
Within the past four years new fighting 
ground big with possibilities of victory 
has been opened to it. Indications are 
strong that the Northwestis ripe for re- 
volt against the degenerate Republicanism 
of the Harrison-Reid-McKinley type. II- 
linois, Wisconsin, Iowa and Minne- 
sota and other Northwestern States 
are almost persuaded to be Democratic and 
only require intelligent and vigorous cam- 
paign work to swing them into line. 
There are sufficient elements in all of these 
States, if not in active sympathy with 
Democratic principles and purposes, at 
least in opposition to Republican policy, 
which can be utilized by proper efforts to 
bring Democratic success.

The Democratio possibilities in this 
new ground were shown in the elections 
two years ago.

The chief protection organ now says that a 
high tariff is not at all intended to give one 
set of workers 6$pecial advantages over an- 
other.“ Its benign purpose is to ‘‘increase 
the demand for all labor, and so increase the 
pay which labor as a whole can get. 

This is shifting the ground again. 

When the McKinley bill was under discus- 
gion its advocates urged that higher duties 
Were needed in order that the protected in- 
dustries might pay the higher wages required 
by the needs and the dignity of American 
workingmen. 

When ho increase in wages followed, Me- 
Kinley told the voters of Rhode Island last 
spring that his tariff was not intended to in- 
crease but to ‘‘maintain’’ wages. 

Now that wages have fallen and 500 strikes 
have occurred in protected industries the or- 
gah of MéKinhleyism says that protection ‘‘is 
not at ali intended to give one set Of Workers 
especial advantages over others. 

This will be interesting news to the workers 
in protected industries who have been told 
that high tariffs are adopted to guard them 
against competition with cheap labor abroad 
in the same line of production. 

Is it not the climaxof absurdity in this 
wonderful system that a duty of & per cent 
On steel is necessary to enable the bricklayer 
or the carpenter to get high wages here, or 
that a duty of 100 per cent on glass and 75 per 
dent on woolens is required to enable the 
farm-hand or the ’longshoreman to prosper?

the general average of wages? 

What will be the next excuse for the fallure 
of the millionaire beneficiaries of the tariff to 
divide fairly with their workmen the bounties 
secured to them by the tariff?

THE CHILD BORGIA, 


Who Poisoned Her Playmates in Order to 
Witness the Funeral Ceremonies. 


TONAWANDA, N, Y., July 22.—The child 
Borgia, Ella Holdridge, is still an inmate of 
the correctional institution of Father Baker’s 
at Buffalo. What the authorities will do in 
the case has not yet been determinea. The 
story of her mania for attending funerals, 
which led her to poison her young friends in 
order to gratify her desire to witness the 
ceremonies attending the disposition of the 
remains is most remarkable. The Holdridge 
family nas nved in Tonawanda several years. 
While in all other respects Ella has been like 
other chilaren, her parents and the neignh- 
bors have always noticed that a funeral or 
the announcement of a death seemed to set 


her wild. 

She grew to be a very familiar figure at the 
burying-ground, for almost as certainly as 
there was a funeral the child was near the 
open grave. n 

Her plan was to administer rat poison, 
which she made as agreeable to take as 8 
sible by mixing it with cocoa. When the chil- 
dren refused to take it willingly she threw 
them on their backs and forced it down their 
throats, leaving them to die if they would, 
but watching them suffering from a distance 
and gloating over It. ; 

As far as can be learned this child Borgia’s 
work began in earnest July 7. On that day 
Ella had been playing with Louisa, the 7- 
year-old daughter of. Herman Stermer, 
shortly after she left Louisa was taken vio- 
lently ill. The weather was hot, just the 
kind in which chiidren’s complaints flourish, 
atid the physician called prescribed for sum: 
mer complaint. None of his remedies eased 
her sufferings, and after two days of intense 
agony the ute gir! died. 

he was buried on the lith. and one of the 
conspicuous figures at the stermer home dur- 
ing the days intervening between death and 
the funeral and at the open graveside was 
little Ella Holdridge, solemn and quiet, but 
her eyes flashing with excitement, her cheeks 
parning and her face full of mystery. 

The doctor had given a certificate of death 
from summer complaint and no thought of 
miurder or poison entered the mindof any 
one untillast Wednesday, when Mrs. iggles- 
ton went to Buffalo on a shopping expedi- 
tion, leaving her two young daughters at 
home. She had been gone only afew min- 
utes when the Holdridge girl went to the 
house. The children were playing around 

doorstep. 
tesla took Thess aside and told them she 
would make them something nice. She locked 
the door and made a pot of cocoa, into which 
she threw a generous handful of rat poison. 

One ofthe children didn't like the taste.

SLOT GAMBLING MACHINES, 


The Instruments Raided in Chicago Are 
Also to Be Raided Here. 

The announcement in last evening’s Post- 
DISPATCH that the police authorities of Chi- 
cago had stopped the running of one of the 
latest nickel-in-the-slot machines, has had 
the effect of calling the attention of the local 
authorities tothe machine. There are quite 
a numberof them in operation in St. Louis, 
mostly in saloons and corner groggeries. The 
machine resembles the ordinary slot ma- 
chine, witha glassfront Behind this there 


is a nickel-plated frame ae a number 
of grooves, the entrance to whichis guarded 
by a small wedge-shaped protuberance. The 
grooves are numbered 1,2 and 3. When a 
nickel is dropped in the slot it 
strikes the wedge-shaped point and 
is thrown either to the right or left, On the 
left there are the two grooves numbered 1 
and 2. No, 21s below No. landif the nickel 
fails to roll into No. 1it falls and strikes a 
second wedge point which will throw it 
either into No. 2 or into No. 8, whichis on 
the left. If it goes into 1 or 2 you lose your 
nickel, butifit falls into No. git strikes a 
lever which lets three nickels fall out. In 
other words you get two for one on your 
* of hitting groove No, 8.
